Student  Objects  To 
Dance  Band  In  Assembly 

Dear  Editor: 

I wish  to  present  squarely  before  the  student  body 
an  issue  which  may  prove  to  be  a hotbed  of  contro- 
versy, but  upon  which  our  reputation  as  exponents 
o-f  the  highest  attainments  in  culture  may  depend. 

The  Joseph  Smith  Memorial  Building  was  dedicat- 
ed to  all  that  is  fine,  ennobling,  edifying,  and  valu- 
able. To  us  as  students  was  given  the  grave  re- 
responsibility of  safeguarding  the  spirit  of  reverence 
which  permeates  the  new  building,  and  to  maintain 
the  high  cultural  standards  to  which  the  building  was 
•dedicated  and  for  which  the  Prophet  stood.  I feel 
that  this  ideal  has  been  jeopardized  by  an-  unfortun- 
ate precedent,  specifically  the  inclusion  of  a dance 
orchestra  on  a student  assembly  program.  By  this  I 
mean  to  imply  no  lack  of  merit  on  the  part  of  the 
orchestra,  but  only  to  register  grave  doubts  as  to  the 
appropriateness  of  such  a number  on  a program  of 
this  type.  As  Les  put  it,  “There  is  a place  for  every- 
thing.” Fine  dance  orchestras  have  their  place,  but 
I feel  that  their  place  is  not  on  a program  which  is 
frankly  expected  to  fulfill  the  highest  ideals  and 
standards  of  taste. 

From  a purely  musical  standpoint,  the  perverted 
version  of  Tschaikowsky’s  immortal  melody  was  an 
outrage  to  the  discriminate  music  lovers  of  the  stu- 
dent body,  a-nd  to  many  it  constituted  an  intol^able 
burlesque  of  the  sacred.  Of  course  that  type  of 
music  is  as  far  from  the  Spirit  of  the  new  building  as 
it  could  possibly  be.  Moreover,  the  number  was  a 
definite  breach  of  the  high  musical  standards  set  by 
the  excellent  numbers  preceding. 

As  a student  body  frankly  devoted  to  the  enrich- 
ment of  our  lives  and  of  the  traditions  of  the  BYU, 
can  we  not  make  it  known  to  our  social  leaders  that 
we  entertain  high  standards  o-f  musical  discrimination, 
and  that  we  want  our  student  assemblies  to  reflect 
that  type  of  ideal?  Let  us  demand  that  nothing  be 
included  on  a program  in  the  sacred  confines  of  the 
Smith  building  which  can  ever  be  questioned  as  to 
appropriateness. 

Where  to  let  the  dance  orchestras  play?  In  the 
Monday  4 p.m.  assemblies,  and  at  the  dances.  But 
let’s  keep  the  tenor  of  the  regular  assemblies  above 
reproach.

From  all  indications  the  Big  Sev- 
en championship  will  be  settled  to 
a great  extent  when  the  BYU 
Cougars  meet  the  Colorado  Buf- 
faloes in  the  Y stadium  on  Novem- 
ber 15.
